State solon 
fumes at 
CSU prexy 
ouster

A longtime champion of Central State 
University is disappointed with the way 
its 10-year president was ousted last 

“week. ‘ 

State Rep. Otto Beatty, the Columbus 
Democrat who is also minority whip in the 
state legislature, expressed concern with 
the involvement of Gov. George 
Voinovich in the forced resignation of Dr, 
Arthur Thomas, which was requested by 
the school's board last week, 

Thomas, who had earlier announced 
that he would leave as president in 1997, 
was asked to resign in closed meeting of 
the school's board of trustees that last 
four hours -- and included appeals for 
Thomas by Dayton-area ministers and 
members of the Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio. 

The board meeting was held after 
Gov. George Voinovich and Ohio Board 
of Regents Chancellor Elaine Hairston 
pressed for Thomas’ ouster. 

Thomas’ ouster prompted a 
sfatehouse rally in his support by 300 
Central State University students. 

Despite a special subsidy of almost 
$14 million above its regular instruction 
subsidy, Central State University, which 
is located in Wilberforce, faces an es- 
timated $5 million deficit, including owing 
about $1.8 million to two of the state's 
employee pension systems. 

Gov. Voinovich had sent a letter to 
Central State University trustees Betty 
Pinkney (the board president) and 
Robert Garter urging that Thomas be 
removed earlier than the 1997 date. 

The letter said that the early removal 
of Thomas “would be in the best interests 
of the university." 

Beatty questioned whether 
Voinovich's personal involvement in the 
process of retaining Thomas, who has 
long had the support of the state's Black 
legislators, was appropriate. 


"I'm concerned abot whether the 
school is treated really differently from 
other schools," Beatty said. The state's

Alleged killer skips town! 


Questions still 
surround death 
of 19-year-old

The city's 14th homicide of the year 
occurred Thursday, March 9 at 5:15 p.n 
Eighteen-year-old Darrell Holland was 
charged with involuntary manslaughter 
of 19-year-old James Parks. 

‘According to family members, the in 
cident was murder not involuntary 
manslaughter. Charlene Parks, sister of 
the victim, said Holland wanted to hurt 
her brother. She said Parks was engaged 
to be married and Holland was jealous 

Ms. Parks said Holland had an ‘off and 
on’ relationship with her family since 
childhood.

Somerset neighbors 


For Jean Rayford, a 20-year odyssey 
-- dating to the earliest days of the Some- 
rset development -- appears ready to 
come to an end, with the sale of 157 
rental units in the 425-house Somerset 
neighborhood. But it will be.a challeng- 
ing time for many of the residents of the 
rental development as they prepare for a 
change in ownership, But the changes 
in the offing are contingent upon the sale 
going through. And the previous owners 
of the rental property may have some- 
thing to say about that: 

“lfeel good about the fact that we have 
gotten to this point,” Rayford, a resident 
of more than 20 years of the Somerset 
community and treasurer of the Some- 
rset Civic Association. “| feel that | know 
there's going to be improvement, I'm just 
not sure where we fit in.” 

The 157 rental units, owned by the 
Tuskegee Alumni Housing Foundation 
since the early 1970s, have been 
plagued by poor maintenance and a 
number of other problems almost since 
the beginning of the development. In the 
past decade, they have also been vic- 
timized by declining residency, with the 
rate of vacancies rising precipitously in 
the past two years. Today, 47 of the 157 
units are vacant and boarded-up, 

The 157 units were placed in 
foreclosure by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, who 
hold the mortgage on the properties 


only person Holland was close to, She 
said Holland wanted to keep Parks all to.

The young man who Holland pointed 
the gun at initially was the only witness to 
the event. When the police arrived on the 
scene, the witness said the whole thing

was an accident. Holland was charged 
with involuntary manslaughter and his 
bail was set at $2300, the lowest bond fo’ 
that charge 

The victim's sister said the witness 
changed his mind the next day and had 
been ina state of shock at the time of the 
incident, He went to the police and told 
them it wasn't an accident, but murder. 
But according to Ms, Parks the alleged 
assailant had already skipped town 

The underaged witness, through his 
mother’s request, was unavailable fcr 
comment 

The investigating detective was not 
available for comment 

"This is another open and shut case of 
Black-on-Black crime," Ms. Parks said. 

Parks’ and his fiancee, Michelle 
Ludaway, were in the process of setting 
their wedding date. Ms. Parks believes

year, In addition to Ms, Parks, James has 
two other sisters.

O.J. defense tries to prove 
Fuhrman is a racist cop 


The O.J, Simpson trial continues to 
move at a snail's pace. 

Detective Tom Lange completed his 
eight-day testimony on Thursday, March 
9. On his last day of testimony, Lange, 

riled by defense lawyer Johnnie 
chran Jr., said the evidence indicated 
that Simpson's ex-wife Nicole Brown 
Simpson and Ron Goldman were killed 
by one attacker, Lange cited the similarity 
of the wounds and one set of bloody 
footprints leading away from the crime 
scene. 

Lange stated that he never con- 
sidered the defense's theory that the 
crime was possibly drug-related because 
Nicole Simpson's condo wasn't-ransack- 
ed and no drugs were found there. Lange 
said Goldman did not fight the attacker, 
but rather sustained the bruises on his 
hands as he “flailed around," shielding 
himself from blows. A drop of blood found 
on Goldman's shoe “was a mixture of 
blood from both victims,” which shows 
only one murder weapon was used, 
Lange testified. :

by thé. defense. In opening statements, 
Coehran said a container of half-meited 
ice cream found at the crime scene when 
police arrived shortly after midnight on 
June 13 shows the crimes were notcom- 
mitted at 10:15 p.m, on June 12, as 
prosecutors contend.

who claims Fuhrman made offensive 
remarks in 1986 that African Americans 
should be “gathered together and killed."

hen President Clinton nominated Dr. Henry 

Foster, the interim dean of the Meharry 

Medical College in Nashville, to replace 
Joycelyn Elders as the nation’s Surgeon General, the 
appointment was widely viewed as a winner 

Foster had a strong record as a caring physician, 
committed to reducing teen pregnancy and promoting 
abstinence as the means for that. He was found to be 
an acceptable choice by the American Medical As- 
sociation, and he was generally seen as a calm, 
thoughtful -- and noncontroversial -- choice. 

But now, the right-wing has attempted to bloody this 
caring, capable leader as some sort of butcher. He has 
been attacked because he performed abortions -- 
despite the fact that, whatever one thinks of it, abortion 
is a legal procedure in the United States, He has been 
attacked for performing hysterectomies on severely 
retarded women in the 1960s and 1970s, despite the 
fact that this was a common procedure at the time. 

And, most insidiously, Ne has been accused by the 
right-wing of permitting the ill-fated “Tuskegee Project", 
which included the government's knowing failure to 
treat Black victims of-syphilis in Tuskegee, Ala,, to 
continue: 

Foster himself, in a phone interview with The Call 
and Post and other Black media, has defended himself 
against such a cruel charge, saying that, as soon as he 
learned of the Tuskegee Project,-he urged that the 
victims be given the appropriate treatment 


We are distressed by the attacks that have been 
made on Or. Foster's reputation and credibility. Groups 
like the Family Research Council, which made the 
charge of Dr. Foster's complicity in the Tuskegee 
Project, are particularly suspect: they have never ex~ 
pressed any support for the rights and needs of Blacks 
before, and now they are suddenly outraged by 
Foster's behavior. To us, itsounds that they are simply 
attempting to use this tragic -- and cruel -- episode in 
the nation’s history simply to smear and destroy a 
perfectly-capable administrator 

Despite the attacks, we have found some small 
victories to applaud. We are pleased to see that Presi- 
dent Clinton is sticking behind Foster. At the same 
time, there are a number of groups across thé country 
that are rallying behind his candidacy. - 

Although the predominately-white Southern Baptist 
Convention opposed Foster, the predominately-Black 
National Baptist Convention has. endorsed him, and 
urged its 15 million members to support his candidacy

Change at Central State 


or years, the fortunes of Central State Univer- 
sity, Ohio's only predominately-Black public 
college, have swung precariously between 


hope and discouragement, as each succeeding crisis 
would be met with a plan to address the school's needs 


Ithas been thus since at least 1974, when the Xenia 
tornado obliterated almost half the campus, and only 
the strong leadership of the state’s Black legislative 
delegation pushed then-Gov. John Gilligan to rebuild 
the university. 

It continued in the 1980s, when a serious fiscal crisis 
at that time resulted in the retirement of former presi- 
dent Lionel Newsome, and the hiring of Dr, Art Thomas. 


It continued in 1987, when Central State, in order to 
increase its enrollment (and state subsidy), enrolled the 
school's entire faculty and staff in courses at the school 

And it has continudd in 1995, as it is discovered that 
the university owes more than $1.8 million to two state 
retirement systems. 

Now, itis clear that the future of Central State is even 
further clouded, still perched between hope and dis- 
couragement, as the Central State board, on the urging 
of Gov. George Voinovich, has decided to force out 
Thomas immediately, despite the fact that he had 
already agreed to resign in two years. 

We applaud the commitment that Art Thomas has 
made to Central State University in the 18 years he was 
involved with the university. Thomas himself is a 
graduate of Central State, and has worked tirelessly to 
expand the programs. the university runs. During his 
tenure, the university has received a water resources 
center; expanded its manufacturing engineering pro- 

_gram; and received grants for research trom the federal 
government. And Dr. Thomas has been a driving force 
in those achievements. 

There is a real concern in some quarters about the 
manner in which Dr. Thomas was ousted -- apparently 
after an ultimatum by the governor, delivered to board 
president Betty Pinkney, that he would not support 
further funding for the university if Thomas remained at

to become Assistant Minority Whip in the Ohio 
Senate. Senator Johnson held the position 
from 1990 to 1992, but voluntarily relinquished the spot 
in order to gain support for Senator Robert Boggs to 
become Majority Leader 
Senator Johnson sacrificed the position two years 
ago, and as fate would have it, he now can regain it, 
but he will need a little help. Our sources indicate that 
he will need the support of both Cleveland area 
Democratic Senators Judy Sheerer and Dennis 
Kucinich, in order to gain the position.

the helm. The governor, and the Ohio Board of 
Regents, have recommended that Central State 
employ Herman Smith, a Georgia-based educator who 
has helped turn around other financially-strapped 
Black colleges, to serve as interim president. 

We have never heard of this governor -- or any 
previous governor -- becoming so involved in the per- 
sonne! decisions of a university, This is, by law and 
custom, the responsibility of the board. 

But one thing is certain: Dr. Arthur Thomas will no 
longer be at the helm of Central State University, And 
the governor, and the board of regents, must continue 
to address the legitimate concerns that Central State 
faces in its effort to educate a predominately-Black 
(and often poor) student body, 

The state's sygtem of funding higher education, it 
has been'observed, is geared toward the education of 
wealthier and better-prepared students than those who 
have often matriculated at Central State, We do not 
believe that the fact. that Gentral State often enrolls 
students who do not have strong high school academic 
records |s, in fact, a problem; we believe that it reflects 
a mission the school has to extend the benefits of a 
college degree to students who may have the ability to 
excel, but have not in the past been successful. 

We recognize, after all, that the continuing effects of 
racism and poverty have worked on many in the Black 
community; to write off all these young people is to write 
off a portion of our future, and our legacy. 

This is not to say that there Is a need for the state to 
throw all caution (and all fiscal restraints) to the wind; 
it is to say that Central State has historically served a 
mission to provide education to some of the state's 
most disadvantaged students, and it deserves the op- 
portunity to continue that mission. 

We hope that, with Dr, Thomas out as the scapegoat 
for Central State's problems, the governor, the Ohio 
Board of Regents, and the legistature will look at ways 
to creatively and effectively fund Central State to carry 
out its mission. 


Ironically, Senator Johnson was instrumental in the 
appointment of Senator Sheerer to her seat, following 
the ascension of former Senator Eric Fingerhut to 
Congress. 

@ greater Cleveland area, and all Black Ohioans 
need Senator Johnson to return to the Senate leader- 
ship. We hope that the. other Democratic Senators, 
especially those from the Cleveland area will support 
him on this issue. He is eminently qualified ex- 
perienced, and has the kind of independence and 
moxie that is needed, especially when representing the 
minority party, 
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In the battle over the future of 
aftirmative action policies in the 
United States and Ohio, there are 
two'distinct Strategies. 

One is a straight-out, all-hands- 
on-deck assault on the programs 
themselves. That's what's happen- 
ing in California today, as two profes- 
sors are attempting to enact into that 
state's constitution a ban on all af- 
firmative action programs based on 
race OF Sex, 

But there's another strategy at work, as well. It is 
the strategy of dilution; the total watering-down of 

ragrams by including just about everybody and his 
rother (or sister) withiny the confines” of a-narrowly= 
defined goal. 

The latter approach is more insidious” It is the “if 
set-asides are good, then everyone deserves them" 
approach which seems difficult, in some ways, to com- 
bat, “After all,” the advocates for this approach argue, 
“there are a number of groups who have been vic- 
timized in American society, or who have struggled to 
advance, We should be assisting all these groups, not 
simply narrowing our focus to the few." Of course, this 
approach doesn't cost a dime: it takes the existing pie 
and simply cuts a few more slices. Needless to say, it 
results in those who have been historically the most 
afflicted getting less than a piece; sometimes, they 
don't even get a sliver. 

Most of Ohio's opponents to minority business set- 
asides, at least at the state level, have focused on the 
latter approach, Even at the national level, that ap- 
proach has been successful; in 1987, the renewal of 
the Federal Highway Administration's Surface 
Transportation Act required the inclusion of women into 
the set-aside for disadvantaged businesses -- again, 
without an increase in the goal, id 

State Senator Eugene Watts, the Galloway 
Republican, has never been a champion of minority 
business set-asides. Now, he is taking his opposition 
to set-asides into the "dilution" approach. His new bill, 
SB 56, woul! rename "minority business enterprises” 
as “challenged business enterprises" -- and include, 
for the first time, women-owned businesses, as well as 
providing preferences for challenged businesses 
owned by veterans. 

Watts’ “challenged business enterprises" would still 
be able to receive set-aside contracts, and acquire 
low-interest loans and performance bonds through the 
state’s minority business loan and bonding programs. 
But they would be eligible for such set-asides for only 
five years from the award of their first set-aside con- 
tract, bond or loan, at which time they would be ex- 
pected to compete in the open market. 

Under the bill, a Challenged Business-Enterprise 
would be removed from the certified list at the end of 
the five-year period, and would be forever barred from 
participating in the program in the future, 


The terms of the bill would also effectively eliminate ~ 


potentially hundreds of currently-certified MBEs from 
ever participating in the program, because, upon pas- 
sage it would prohibit any MBEs who had been 
awarded contracts five years or more prior to the bill’s 
passage td be certified as CBEs. Since women-owned 
businesses had not been included in the state's pro- 
gram before, the effect of the bill would be to immedi- 
ately eliminate most of the existing minority businesses 
who have been in the program for years -- while 


There are different types of 
elected officials. Some view their 
positigns as a referendum on their 
popularity. These types of politicos 
rarely rock the boat and do just a 
minimum amount of work to keep 
their constituents happy. 

And then there are those who 
truly believe that they can make 
significant contributions to the wel- \ 
fare of their constituents. They are 
not afraid to take bold measures 
and big steps. Most important, 
these elected officials are visionaries and doers. 

Highland Hills Mayor Bob Nash is a visionary and a 
doer. 

When Greater Clevelanders were going gah-gah 
over the prospect of Figgie International Corp. develop- 
ing huge parcels of land stretching through four eastern 
suburbs, Nash told anyone who'd listen to think long 
and hard. For his efforts, Nash was castigated in the 
mainstream press and subjected to untold pressures 
by Cleveland's business community. Fellow elected 
officials in Cuyahoga County also attempted to bring 
heat on Nash for his stand. 

And in the end, Bob Nash was right. Figgie Interna- 
tional is now the sherror me company it once was. The 
firm's highly touted Chagrin Highland development Is 
nothing more than a dream on paper. Just like Bob 
Nash warned all Sopa 
The mayor of the tiny village which was once War- 
rensville Township .has two hard and fast rules. 1. 
Always look out for the constituents. 2. Move the 
big ey . 

that the township has grown up to become a 
municipality, Highland Hills has become a self-suffi- 
cient government entity. And self-sufficient status car- 
ries @ responsibility, 
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allowing women-owned businesses the immediate op- 
portunity to bid on the state's business within the 
confines of the sheltered market. 

Already, the Watts billhas.in-it the seeds of a bitler 
fight between minority interests and white women’s 
business interests. 

State Rep. Otto Beatty of Columbus, long an advo- 
cate for minority business interests, is completely op- 
posed to the bill. 

He charged that SB 56 represents "the beginning of 
the dismantling of affirmative action in Ohio.” 

On’ the other hand, Bea Wolper, an attorney who 
works extensively with women-owned businesses, ap- 
plauded the Watts measure. "The associations that I'm 
involved in are happy that finally the state may be 
taking some action to include women, because most 
of the women out there felt they should have included 
long ago,” Wolper said. 

Minority firms have expressed concerns about 
whether the effect of the adding of women to the 
program, arguing that the impact would be the same 
as occurred in the federal highway program: when 
women were added to the "disadvantaged business 
enterprise” program (previously they had a separate 
goal), the percentage of business going to Black- 
owned firms dropped from 71 percent to 29 percent, 
and the percentage of business going to women- 
owned businesses exploded, according to a federal 
staff analysis several years ago. Minority groups have 
questioned whether the expansion of the program -- 
without ‘expanding goals -- would result in the sig- 
nificant loss of business for minority firms. 

Wolper recognized that fear. "We heard those 
rumors, but we would hope that it is not the’Case that 
it would be diluted," Wolper said. But she argued that 


women, as well as other groups, have been the victims - 


of discrimination 

"Women have been out there the same as African- 
Americans, and Orientals and Hispanics, attempting to 
get a piece of work trom the ‘delegators' and being 
unsuccessful,” Wolper said, 

However, Wolper recognized the potential problem 
-- that a'small pie would get effectively smaller as more 
and more groups were fitted into it. "Nobody wants that 
to happen,” Welper said, arguing that it is incumbent 
upon the state to ensure that the integrity of goals of 
the program is maintained. 

Gov. George Voinovich's office has expressed no 
comment on the bill. Mike Dawson, the governor's 
spokesperson, had no familiarity with the bill. But the 
bill has already had its first hearing in the Senate 
Financial Institutions, Insurance and Commerce Com- 
mittee, chaired by Sen, Robert Cupp. 

The "challenge" that minority businesses face in 
Watts’ bill is in maintaining a strong business program 
in the face of a very shrewd opponent.

My purpose was to achieve an 
qual opportunity for promotions for 
lack and minority employees in 
e Columbus Post Office when | 
ed my 3rd Party Class Action Suit 
gainst local postal management 
discrimination on January 11, 
974, At thattime, one dissatisfied’ 
mployee in the postal service 
nuld file a class action suit on be- 
alf of the entire office. Needless to 
ay, that after my victory, that rule 
uickly changed - making it man- 
atory that all persons having a 
imilar grievance had to file a con- 
olidated action. Although the Af- 


v 
firmative Action Program had been 
the federal law of the land for almost 
three years, the Columbus Post Of- 
fice was dragging its feet in for- 
mulating a local plan. 

It was my responsibility as 
claimant to put together a case that 
would convince an assigned Equal 
Employment Opportunity inves- 
tigator. | was notified by mail on 
Friday that my case would be heard 
on the following Wednegday at 9 
a.m, In four days time, | was able to 
assemble the presidents of the 
postal clerk, letter carriers, mail 
handlers unions, the attorney for 
the postal clerks union and 15 angry 
employees to be present at the 
hearing to offer testimony. Such an 
assembly had never been done 
before, nor since, Most such 
gtievances were decided in a mat- 
ter of hours and the investigator 
was gone. The majority of cases 
were settled in favor of manage- 
ment. My case was settled in three 
days (by Friday) to prevent it being 
continued into the next week, An 
investigator's. per diem expenses 
can get costly over time. 

»The settlement agreement was 
that Columbus postal management 
would immediately formulate an ac-

ceptable Affirmative Action Plan for 
this office, They stalled for another 
year. | reopened my case (#CR 74-

The Labor and Industry Commit- 
tee has been very busy since taking 
office in January 1995. The first two 
weeks we received approximately 
15 telephone calls a day. The 
majority of the calls were employee 
complaints of discrimination. 

seers to be a misconcep- 
tion of how. the Columbus chapter 
of the NAACP operates and espe- 
clally our committee, First of all, un- 
like the national office in Baltimore 
we are not paid a salary or given 
any compensation for our services. 
The majority of the executive board 
members and committee persons 


are employed. Complaints are 


handied by committee members 
during their free time. So, some- 


times it might become necessary to 
call a complaint during the late eve- 
ning hours or weekends. 
~ How do you register a complaint 
with our committee? First, you must 
notify us by calling the office (464- 
_1108) of sending a written com- 
seg to our office located at 233 S. 
igh St., Suite 207, Columbus, 
Ohio 43215. After talking to you or 
reading your information, deciding, 
whether you have or fur-. 
ther investigation by our office. 
Sometimes, you may be asked to 
furnish more documentation of ad- 
ditional witnesses, If your complaint 
has the necessary elements to be- 
come an official discrimination com- 
plaint, you will be notified to meet 
with one of the committee persons 
to sign an official complaint form

which is notarized by a notary 
public, 

After an official complaint is filed, 
a ‘letter is sent to the respondent. 
The purpose of the letter is to ar- 


. fange a meeting with the respon- 


dent to discuss the complaint and 
work out a solution to the problem 
that the complainant wants in writ- 
ing. If no compromise is reached, 
the next step is legal redress which 
is the. -of. the complainant. 
The legal options are discussed 
with the complainant and it is the 
complainant's decision as to how 
he or she wants to pursue this com- 
plaint. 

Many employers send. applica- 
tions and information about various 
jobs that are available in the central 
Ohio area to our committee. If you 


acg looking for employment, you 


may consider calling the Labor and 
industry Committee for recent 
employment information, Also, our 
committee receives information 
about job training information for 
different skill jobs. We will be work- 
ing to plan a job fair later this year. 
In conciusion, the atmosphere 
with the "Newt Gingrich Congress” 
has created a false image of African 
American's civil rights.

North American tour made a stop in 
Columbus -on Friday, March 10, at the 
Palace, He played to a diverse audience 
comprised of Blacks, whites and 
Hispanics. 

Secada puts on a solid musical show- 
case. A singer's singer, he uses his 
powerful, classically trained voice to blow 
the roof off, delivering every song, with 

s heartfelt passion and emotion 

The show featured a mix of songs 
from Secada's first and sophomore al- 
bums. His pop hits ("dust Another Day,’ 
"If You Go," "Do You Believe in Us") got 
the reserved Palace audience on its feet. 
Renditions of the ballad "Angel" from his 
first album and jazzy slow grooves from 
his "second-album-{"Dort Silly") dis- 
playéd the singer's-wide octave range. A 
particularly dramatic moment was his 
performance of the hit he penned for 
Gloria Estefan, "My Darkest Hour." 

Secada’s Earth, Wind & Fire influen- 
ces can easily be detected when he del- 
ves into his upper register, performing in 
a Phillip Bailey-esque falsetto voice 
Singing falsetto "works with the ladies,

_ While working the-women Jn the 
audience into a frenzy, Secada kept his 
composure. He never went too far. He 
never resorted to R. Key brand "bump 
n' grind" or simulated sex of the Bobby 
Brown kind with the woman he pulled on 
stage. He accepted roses, decorated T- 
shirts and other gifts from female. fans 
with gracious courtesy. \ 

The singer has tremendous, natural 
rapport with his audience. He talks to his 
fans and makes each member in the 
audience feel he's performing just for 
them, He always seems to be himself, 
never showy or pretentious. "When I'm 
on stage | forget about all my problems," 
he informed the audience. No doubt he 
makes his audiences forget about their 
problems as well 

Secada’s two-hour set is a Classy, 
high-energy event. No wonder he's 
packin' ‘em in all over,the country. 

R&B fans might find it interesting that 
singer Donna Allen is part of Secada's 
back-up band, Anyone who was listening 
to the radio and. watching BET on a 
regular basis back in ‘87 will remember 
Allen's dance hit "Serious," (“Talk...talk 
about seri-serious.") Allen also had a 
song featured on the soundtrack of the 
1988 Whoopi Goldberg film "Fatal 
Beauty." 

Allen met Secada in a Miami mall a 
few years ago. Since then the two have 
been writing, recording and touring 
together. Allen recorded a Secada- 
penned tune for the soundtrack of the 
recent Sharon Stone/Sylvester Stal- 
lone action flick "The Specialist." Her 
electric performance of the song in con- 
cert is definitely a highlight of Secada’s 
show 

The very spiritual Allen believes meet- 
ing Secada was a matter of fate. "l 
believe nothing is coincidental," she said 
during a backstage -interview after 
Secada’'s Palace concert 

Though nothing romantic is going on 
between the two singers, they get along 
very well. "He is SO down," Allen said of 
the guy she shares a compact tour bus 
with. "Sometimes | forget he's a star. He's 
a beautiful person. And I'm not just 
saying that because | work with him." 

Allen said she never gets bored with 
performing the same material over and 
over, night after night. "When you're tour- 
ing you get a different reaction from the 
audience each night," she explained

taneous fervor they yielded, as one critic 
put it, to the urge of to."stand up and 
cheer."

Claudia McNeil, Ruby Dee, Ossie Davis 
and Louis Gosset Jr. In the audience was 
Dore Schary, former head of MGM and 
long one of Broadway's foremost 
producer-playwright-directors, who ex- 
plained, in a note writterifor the Columbia 
Records original cast album, the impetus 
behind the response.

Finally, on April 21,,1974, Broadway 
accorded "Raisin' the highest honor the 
American theatre can bestow on its own: 
the Antoinette Perry ("Tony") award for 
“Best Musical of the Year." Raisin had 
taken its place for all time in the select 
company of America’s truly great musi- 
cals; 

Before Hansberry died in 1964, she 
saw her play "A Raisin in the Sun" trans- 
formed into a major motion picture 
released in 1961. It starred Sidney 
Poitier, Claudia McNeil, Ruby Dee, Diana 
Sands and Louis Gossett. The film 
retained the original title, "A Raisin in the 
Sur.” 

The production of "A Raisin in the 
Sun" closed on Broadway after 847 per- 
formances on December 8, 1975. At the 
time it closed, the musical enjoyed dupli- 
cate versions which had opened in 
several other cities as well as a touring 
company traveling around the country. 
Her musical had a longer run on Broad- 
way than the play upon which it was 
based. At the time of her death, Lorraine 
Hansberry's second play, "The Sign in 
Sidney Brustein's Window," was a 
Broadway success.

Saxophonist George Howard was 
recently in town, performing with 
the "George Duke and Friends" 
show that came to the Palace a 
couple of weeks ago, | had a 
chance to chat with Howard over 
the phone before the show started. 

Philadelphia-born and bred 
Howard: has been performing 
professionally since the late ‘70s, 
working with such acts as Grover 
Washington Jr..and Harold Mel- 
vin & The Blue Notes while in his 
teens. He began his recording 
career in 1982 with the group As- 
phalt Garden. During his decade- 
long solo career, Howard has 
released an amazing 11 albums. 

Howard says he has had many 
influences, including many of the 
acts he has worked with. "Anybody 
you've been around will influence 
you,” he said. "The most direct in- 
fluence would be Grover 
(Washington Jr.), | did a six-month 
tour with him," 

He enjoyed working with ‘other 
acts as a teenager, but "! really had 
a deep hunger to. do my own thing." 

Howard is known in the music 
industry as the "Kenny G. of R&B," 
but he refuses to categorize his 
style. "I don't go there anymore. I'm 
just a sax player trying to make a 
living," he said, adding that some 
describe his music as “fusion" or 
"jazz fusion." 

Jazz has endured because of its 
appeal to a wide range of audien- 
ces, he believes. “It's for 
everybody," said Howard. "Any 
(true) type of art form transcends 
time." 

Howard acknowledged, how- 
ever, that jazz has been forced to 
take a back seat to pop, R&B and 
rap. "It's been underexposed. It's 
still hard for most jazz artists to go 
out on their own tour" because 
record companies don't promote 
jazz as much as music that's more 
radio airplay. 

Being open to constructive 
criticism and new ideas is impor- 
tant, Howard said: "I try to stay fresh

The Republicans’ investigator are contending 
that the payments were part of an effort to siphon 
money from Corridor before federal agencies 
could seize its assets. Corridor had defaulted on 
almost $40 million in ;kdans held by government 
agencies; The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation's (FDIC) handling of Corridor's 
default, which cost taxpayers $23 million; and 
other companies partly or entirely owned by 
Brown that appear to rely on his political connec- 
tions.

WITH A PLAN - Businessman Melvin 


Steward, who-owns and ‘operates a 
convenience store in the Mt. Vernon 
Plaza, a few blocks east of the proposed 
mini-mall site, said he already has verbal 
commitmerits from a number of business 
and professional people who are inter- 
ested in becoming investors 

This is not a get-rich-quick scheme 
and the (potential) investors understand 
that. They recognize that the immediate 
benefits will be to the community itself. In 
the long run, though, we will realize a 
substantial return to our investments.” he 
said 

Steward said he estimates that a min- 
imum of $50.000 would’ be sufficient to 
acquire financing to proceed with the 
mini-mall development. He said he has 
had informal discussions with a local 
lending institution which has expressed 
tentative interest in providing financing 
for the project 

Steward said the mini-mail idea grew 
out of his opposition to Revco. He said 
he fought the drug store chain because 
he and other area business operators 
became convinced that the store would 
be against the economic interests of the 
district. Having succeeded in persuading 
the chain to cancel their plans, Steward 
and his supporters found themselves 
faced with the question of what to offer 
the community in its place 

"Some people in the community came 
to us and challenged us to come up with 
something better. They said, ‘Okay. you 
go rid of Revco and you've n us back 
a vacant lot - now what?™ Steward said 

That got Steward to thinking about 
alternative development plans. Discus- 
sions with members of the Improvement 
Association, other business owners and 
community leaders fed them to the mini- 
mall idea. “ 

“| was not opposed to development, 
per se, and I've got nothing against 
Revco as a business, but | could see that 
the impact on small, independent busi-

Co-chair is John F. Ferner, 
president of the International- As- 
sociation of Fire Fighters Local #67 

In 1995, the Mid-Ohio FoodBank 
will see a 40 percent reduction in 
food coming from the federal 
government, on top of a 16 percent 
decline in 1994, This is a devastat- 
ing loss to our community, especial- 
ly when you consider that 55 
percent of all requests for food 
come from the elderly and families 
with young children," Tunis said. 

Last year, Franklin County's 111 
food pantries received over 
442,000 requests for emergency 
and supplemental food assistance. 
The 28 soup kitchens served nearly 


63,000 meals each month, an in- 
crease of 9 percent from 1993. 

"Too often the hungry in our 
society become faceless. We 
should not forget that one day, each 
of us could need a meat through 
Operation Feed,” said Co-chair 
John Ferner.

Behind every three-pointer, 12-footer, 
and turnaround-fadeaway jumpshot, 
stands the mark of a Columbus native 
who teaches everyone from weekend 
warriors to NBA stars the art of making 
the toughest shot on the court 

Johnny Clark, a 5-11, ball-handling 
fanatic, has put the best to the test and 
they have achieved from it. Clark still 
trains NBA players such as Chris Jent, 
Jim Jackson and Dennis Hopson as each 
strive to reach perfection in an imperfect 
world. 

"I've been doing it since | was in 
school," said Clark. "While | was still play- 
ing, my shooting workouts involved con- 
ditioning and cardiovascular workouts 
without running." 

On this day, Clark was training Hop» 
son, a New York Knick who is rehabilitat- 
ing a fight knee. Yet, on any given 
afternoon, Clark can be found in or 
around Ohio State either practicing his 
own techniques or teaching them. 


"Most of the players | train, | played 
with them and have known them since | 
was in college," said Clark, holding 
Spalding like it was a golden egg. "They 
know | can shoot. They've always asked 
me about shooting." 

Clark can. put_it up. His basketball 
experience travels through the World 
Basketball League in Youngsfown-Erie 
Ohio; The United States Basketball 
League in Atlanta, GA; and the Continen 
tal Basketball League in Pensacola, FL. 

Clark knows the game: “In my opinion 
confidence and conditioning is the best 
way to perfect a jumpshot," said Clark 
“You need overall mechanics, arch and 
legs. You can have the perfect form, but 
without legs or an arch, you will never 
shoot 50 percent." 

Jackson was able to jump right into his 
NBA contract-holdout. season because 
he had been working out with Clark 
during the down time. Many were utterly 
surprised how good of shape Jackson 
was in and his ability to step right in and 
produce for the Mavericks. 

“You will not be able to shoot if you are 
not in good shape," said Clark, adding 
that the half-court shot is included in his

daily iraleng sessions. "Conditioning and 
confidence feeds off each other. They are 
the keys 

Clark's philosophies have stretched 
across America, where Adidas has spon- 
sored him to run camps, other profes- 
sionals such as Dallas Maverick's Jason 
Kidd has solicited Clark's expertise along 
with other NBA players and college stars 
like Columbus natives Tony Rice, Jason 
Kent, and Gary Trent 

“The most difficult thing is being in the 
gym all day," said Clark, 30. “But it's 
better than sitting at the desk or driving a 
truck.” Clark trains two hours a day for 
five days a week 


When the Former Bishop Hartley star 
isn't teaching the skills, he's discussing 
them. Clark is the founder and director of 
the National Women College Basketball 
All-Star Game; a scout of an NBA agent

There 
are other requests we're in the 
process of satisfying,” said legal 
bureau official Dave Insley. He 
said he is not aware of the records

"People need to take respon- 
sibility for where they are,” 
Rayford said. “It's our com- 
munity, and if'there’s going to be 
some work that needs to be done, 
we want to do it." 

Beth Hughes, head of the 
Columbus Housing Partnership, 
was. also pleased with the 
foreclosure action. 

"The residents have worked 
really hard to move the process 
forward, to find a positive results 
for both the renters and the 
homebuyers,” Hughes said.

Community members give 
feedback on school plan

Dr, Larry Mixon, Columbus 
school superintendent and the 
Columbus Public school board 
recently held a series of community 
meetings at four high schools in- 
cluding South, West, Eastmoorand 
Northland. The two hour meetings 
gave community members, 
teachers and others a-chance to air 
their opinions about the strategic 
plan, “Steps of Change." 

For the first 35 minutes of the 
meeting Dr, Mixon presented the 
proposed plan to the community. 
After the presentation people were 
asked to break off into smaller 
groups to discuss their ideas and 
thoughts. Moderators prompted” 
discussions which were recorded 
for school staff to study later. 

Dr. Mixon addressed those in 
attendance at the meeting saying, 
“It is most important that you and | 
be here this evening to ensure that 
all children have an equal chance," 
at succeeding. 

Mixon said writing "Steps of 
Change” had been a year long 
process, with 1,800 people being 
directly involved. Dr, Mixon ac- 
knowledged that change was not 
easy for many people and that 
there were many skeptics. How- 


ever, "no one thought a year ago 


that we -would-be-at-this-point,"-he- 


said. “If the plarvis to work, we need 
your continued input.” 

One of the major concerns ex- 
pressed at the Eastmoor High 
School meeting was differences 
between public and alternative high 
schools, Many parents and 
teachers believe their children 
receive a higher quality of educa- 
tion at the alternative schools. 
"They are all Columbus séhools," 
parent and library assistant Peggy 
Murphy said, “There shouldn't be 
that big of a difference.” 

Parents. also wanted to know 
why the issue of smaller class sizes 
had not been addressed. At the 
meetings: held before "Steps of 
Change" was written parents and 
colmmunity members were given a 
chance to discuss what issues they 
wanted addressed in the strategic 
plan, All of their concerns were ad- 
dressed in “Steps of Change” ex- 
cept the issue of class size. Mixon 
stated he didn't believe the issue of 
class size needed to be addressed. 
He said the current numbers meet 
the standards. 

Lou Mazzoli, executive director 
of special education and former 
community resource coordinator 
for the strategic plan also believes 
there is no problem. Mazzoli said 


parents wanted one teacher for 


—every-student—“Golumbus-Publie— 


Schools class sizes are manage- 
able," Mazzoli said, Classrooms 
now have one teacher for every 23 
to 25 students, he said. 

School board members, Dr, 
Mixon and staff are currently look« 
ing over the results of the last com- 
munity meetings. The results of 
their findings and how they relate 
to "Steps of Change” will be 
presented to the school board on 
Tuesday, March 21, when the 
schoo! board votes on the plan. 

Once the plan has been passed, 
action teams will be formed to im- 
plement the plan. There will be 12 
to 16 action teams comprised of 12 
to 20 parents, administrators, 
teachers, community leaders, and 
others affected by the strategic 
plan. 

Overall, school staff believe 
response has been favorable to the 
strategic plan. "People like what 
they see," Mazzoli said. He said 
they have had logical questions, 
which the action teams will attempt 
to answer. 

"Once the plan is ‘endorsed it 
won't sit on a shelf," Dr. Mixon said. 
“Our school system will be unparal- 
leled in the nation. We have a col- 
lective will to do things right, the 
dream and now the plan."
